THEOPHILUS ANTHONY BROUWER 


HE Board of Managers of the American 

Bible Society at their stated meeting, 

held May 6, 1909, elected Mr. Theophilus An- 

thony Brouwer to succeed the late Dr. Daniel 
Coit Gilman as President of the Society. 

Mr. Brouwer has long been known for his 
devotion to the Society and its work, having 
been connected with organized Bible work in 
New York City for sixty years, first as man- 
ager and subsequently as president of the 
New York Bible Society; for forty-two years 
a Manager of the American Bible Society, 
and for twenty-three years one of its Vice- 
Presidents, being the oldest Vice-President 
in its service, and in the absence of the Presi- 
dent at its regular meetings he usually pre- 
sided. His intimate familiarity with every 
department of its many-sided work makes his 
selection exceedingly suitable. 

His name identifies him with the earliest 


Dutch settlers on Manhattan Island. The 
first Brouwer, Jan Jansen Brouwer, was a 
member of the council of Peter Minuit, Di- 
rector-General of New Netherlands in 1626. 
Another ancestor, Isaac De Riemer, was 
Mayor of New York City in the year 1700, 
and his name appears on the charter given to 
the Collegiate Reformed Dutch Church by 
William and Mary in the year 1696. Mr. 
Brouwer himself walks in the ways of his 
fathers, having been for twenty-seven years, 
and continuing still, treasurer of the Collegiate 
Reformed Dutch Church of New York City, 
besides holding other posts of great useful- 
ness, notably as president of the New York 
Port Society. His name, and still more his 
character, make him a living embodiment of 
the best type of Manhattan Christianity. 
Many of his confreres will think of Luke’s 
phrase, ‘‘Most excellent Theophilus.” 
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Centennial of the Massachusetts Bible Society 


E are in the midst of the centennial 
era of the founding of the great Bible 
societies of the world. 

The first of these, the centennial of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, was cele- 
brated in 1904. It is not at all strange that, 
almost immediately after the inauguration of 
this movement in London, it took root across 
the seas in America. 

A year ago the Pennsylvania Bible Society 
celebrated in Philadelphia its centennial. 
Ambassador Bryce, of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, was present to bring greetings. 
This spring two of the New England socie- 
ties have gathered their friends together to 
recognize the passing of one hundred years 
since their inauguration. The centennial 
celebration of the Massachusetts Bible Society 
was held in Trinity Church, Boston, on Sun- 
day afternoon, the second of May, and at the 
Old South Church, Boston, Monday evening, 
the third of May. At the Sunday afternoon 
services Trinity Church was filled, and the 
Rev. Dr. George Hodges, Dean of the Epis- 
copal Theological School at Cambridge, Mass., 
delivered a suggestive and inspiring sermon 
on the Bible as a living force to-day. 

Few that were present will soon forget 
either the sermon or Martin’s anthem, 

‘“ Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
Come ye to the waters; 


And he that hath no money, 
Come ye, buy, and eat,’’ 


which was sung in connection with the offer- 
tory. The whole service was inspiring and 
uplifting. 

At the Old South Church on Monday eve- 
ning the exercises were in charge of the Hon. 
Charles R. Codman, president of the society, 
assisted by the Rev. Frederick B. Allen, of 
Boston, the secretary of the society. The 
Scriptures were read by the Rev. Paul Re- 
vere Frothingham, a descendant of one of 
the earliest founders of the society, and 
prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Leighton 
W. Eckard, secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Bible Society, the oldest in America. Inter- 
esting and able addresses were delivered by 
the Hon. Justice J. Gordan Forbes, president 
of the New Brunswick Bible Society and vice- 
president of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, who brought the greetings of that 
society. He spoke of the world-embracing 
labors of that great organization. The Hon. 
Francis C. Lowell, Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court, dwelt particularly upon the 
relations of the Bible to the life and institu- 


tions of the nation. Prof. Edward C. Moore, 
D.D., of Hartford Divinity School, interpreted 
graphically the relation of the Bible to the 
recent national movements in the East, partic- 
ularly in Turkey. 

Congratulatory messages were received 
from many persons, including a significant 
one from President Taft. 

Services concluded with the singing of “All 
Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,’’ to the tune 
of ‘Coronation,’ which was composed by 
Oliver Holden, one of the original founders 
of the society, and a prayer and the benedic- 
tion by the Rev. William I. Haven, D.D., 
Secretary of the American Bible Society. 

There was presented to the audience a 
most interesting centennial souvenir, prepared 
by the Rev. Charles McLellen Southgate, the 
superintendent of the Massachusetts Bible 
Society. We wish that we might quote at 
length from this centennial souvenir, but can 
only select one paragraph, though we hope in 
a later issue to present to our readers a num- 
ber of the significant incidents recorded in 
this document. 

“By the census of 1810 the town of Boston, - 
not yet incorporated, had 33,787 inhabitants, 
with 472,000 in the whole state. To-day Bos- 
ton numbers 595,380, and its population of 
foreign parentage, 410,965 in 1905, presum- 
ably equals the entire population of the state 
one hundred years ago. Of the 3,003,680 
persons in the state in 1905, but 939,227 had 
both parents of native birth. The first year 
distribution of Scriptures by the society did 
not begin until the autumn, and the total cir- 
culation at the first report was 812; for the 
year ending February 28, 1909, the circula- 
tion was 81,851.” = 

The Rev. William I. Haven, D.D., and the 
Rev. Henry Otis Dwight, LL.D., were pres-— 
ent as delegates from the American Bible 
Society.

Our Agencies in Foreign Lands 


UR Agencies in foreign lands number twelve in all. We here set before our readers the 
chief points of the Agents’ reports for the year ending December 31, 1908. 
The complete story of the Agents’ work will appear as usual in the Annual Report, which 


is now being prepared. 


West Indies 


HE Rev. Mr. Jordan has been in charge of 
the West Indies Agency for six months, 
‘the Rev. Mr. Rioseco having resigned during 
‘the middle of the year. 
By reason of the change of Agents it is not 
possible to report great results. We give two 
or three extracts from letters: 


“Of course, Cuba is not as prosperous to- 
day as she was three years ago—the unsettled, 
or, rather; the chaotic political condition of 
the island, the long drought that curtailed the 
‘sugar output at least forty-five per cent, and 
the financial stringency in the States, have 
‘combined to make work very scarce. You 
ean readily see that a conscientious man who 
tries his best to sell his books and fails at the 
end of the day to have sold even one, would 
naturally feel like quitting. I have tried to 
impress on them the fact that even if, the 
Society loses money it is its duty to do so in 
order to get the Bible into the hands of the 
people. 
~ “T had a most pleasant visit to the Isle of 
‘Pines. The island is forty miles long by

thirty miles wide. It has a population of 
something over three thousand, most of whom 
live in the country. There are only two small 
villages in the place, Nueva Gerona, with a 
population of five hundred, and Santa Fe, with 
two hundred. Nine tenths of the isle is now 
owned by Americans, who have  enthusiastic- 
ally taken up the culture of citrus fruits. 

“On Sunday afternoon we held an open-air 
service in the porticos of a large building that 
is used as a hotel in connection with a settle- 
ment called ‘McKinley.’ This large frame 
structure is. located in the very center of a 
five-hundred acre orange grove. People 
gathered here from all over the island. Some 
came as far as twenty-one miles in order to 
attend the service. On Sunday evening, after 
having driven ten miles, I talked to a very 
interesting congregation of natives in Nueva 
Gerona. They listened very attentively to my 
message, and at the close of the service quite 
a number were eager to purchase the Bible. 
I readily supplied them with it. _ ; 

““Mr. Redmon, the Methodist brother, has 
consented to be our correspondent on the 
island, and I have no doubt will push the 
work.”’ 
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The circulation for the year was 1,788 
Bibles, 2,944 Testaments, and 15,994 portions, 
a total of 20,726 volumes. Fourteen persons 
have been employed at various times, spending 
1,232 days in work, traveling 7,377 miles, and 
visiting 280 towns and villages. 


Mexico 


HE year 1908 was the thirtieth anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society’s Agency in Mexico. 

In these thirty years the American Bible 
Society has distributed 644,897 copies of the 
Scriptures in Mexico—a great seed-sowing 
which in God’s good time shall surely bring a 
bountiful harvest. 

For nearly all classes in Mexico 1908 was a 
hard year. The financial crisis arrived later 
than in the United States, but when it came it 
made itself severely felt, and even from re- 
mote mountain regions came stories of pov- 
erty and distress. 

Still another cause for reduced sales during 
1908 is the fact that large numbers of marked 
Testaments and portions have been distrib- 
uted gratis by well-meaning friends in Cali- 
fornia. 

The grocers in Tula have been making 
packages of coffee in Bible leaves. Now if 
the people had paid for those books, buying 
because they wanted to read them, they would 
not have used the leaves for doing up pack- 
ages. 

A German missionary from California who 
visited the Agency a short time since, said 
very earnestly: “‘I have entirely changed my 
idea about the sale of the Scriptures. When 
I first came here I thought it was wrong to 
offer the Word of God for money. I now see 
that much mischief is done by giving it away, 
as of no value.”’ 


The Work of a Bible 


If only one were able to depict graphically 
the things that happen year after year in this 
country, illustrating the silent power of the 
Word of God! Only the other day Sefior 
Morales, pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
of Mexico City, told of a recent visit he had 
made to a little mountain town nestling in 
the side of Popocatepetl, where is a company 
whose first teacher was a humble charcoal 
burner who obtained possession of a Bible a 
few yearsago. He carried it up to his moun- 
tain home, studied it, read it to the people, 
other people learned to read in order that 
they, too, might read the Bible, and little by 
little the circle of believers grew until, with 
the years, a church was organized. 

Students of the Presbyterian Theological 
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Seminary have ministered to the growing 
congregation, and the other day, when Dr. 
Wallace and pastor Morales were there, they 
received thirty-two new members in one day 
and found there a most enthusiastic body of 
Christians, with their Suniday school, Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society, and a society of 
women about to be formed to assist in the 
work of the church. 

‘And all this,’”’ said pastor Morales, “‘ grew 
out of the reading of one Bible.”’ 


Central America and Panama 


HE Rev. Mr. Hayter’s report is full of 
expectant faith. He says: 


In December, 1907, in response to a tele- 
gram from Mr. Penzotti I hurried off to 
Guatemala, and after due consultation and 
careful and prayerful consideration, accepted 
the responsible position of Agent for the 
American Bible Society for Central America 
and Panama. 

There are nearly one million Indians in 
Guatemala, the majority of whom can neither | 
read nor write. They are open as never be- 
fore, and more needy than any others I know 
of. They are solid, true,and to be depended — 
on when once reached by the Gospel. Many | 
thousand copies of the Word of God have | 
been sold to these people, and they wait for | 
the Philips to teach them. : 

In Panama our old committee was dissolved 
and Mr. C. W. Ports, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Mission, asked to take charge of our 
work there. Two new colporteurs were put 
to work and the Isthmus divided in sections, 
so that there is no overlapping. The Bible 
has been placed in all the stalls at the railroad 
stations, and every effort made to make it 
inexcusable for any person not to have the 
Bible. 

The Bible, with other literature, has worked 
such wonders in Salvador that, although there 
is only one missionary, the whole country 
seems ready to accept the Gospel, and only 
waits for reapers to gather in the sheaves. 

There are some fifty places where the Bible > 
has prepared the way for the missionary who 
is yet to arrive. é 

With the exception of perhaps the two mis- 
sions in Guatemala City, every mission station 
in Guatemala is the result of the work of the 
colporteurs, and nearly all the evangelists and 
pastors have been trained in the Bible work. 
I refer, of course, to the natives. : 

Our circulation has not been as great as in 
other years, but we have put over eleve 
thousand copies in the hands of these people, 
which, considering it is our first year, and 
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with the difficulties above enumerated, we 
oraise God and take new courage, hoping 
-his new year to do much more. 


Venezuela and Puerto Rico 


ENEZUELA is a field by no means new 

to the operations of an active Bible 
agency. But its social status has not radi- 
cally changed from the first introduction of 
the Scriptures by the American Bible Society 
over twenty years ago, except that the Gospel 
is slowly penetrating the vast, unevangelized 
territories, and is winning its way into the 
favor and confidence of the people. 

The first word that greeted us in March, 
11908, on landing at La Guayra, after several 
mnweeks’ engagement in Puerto Rico in the ex- 
‘tension and plans of the Agency, was an alarm 
10of bubonic plague. Three weeks later, with- 
iout a Moment’s notice, all communication was 
cut off with Caracas. 

Atthe same time communications with other 
ports were exceedingly limited, and the route 
between La Guayra and Puerto Rico, then in- 
terrupted, as yet has not been resumed. 


Relations with the Government 


On New Year’s Day a copy of the Scrip- 
tures was presented to the President, Gen- 
eral Gomez, and graciously received by him. 
Throughout the republic the moral and judi- 
cial support given to our colportage work by 
the authorities has been exceedingly encour- 
aging and a valuable prestige to the Bible 
Society. 

Puerto Rico 

Our last visit to Puerto Rico was made in 
March, 1908, when we journeyed around the 
island by rail from Ponce on the south to San 
Juan on the north. The establishing. of a 
correspondent’s depository at Ponce has prov- 
en very satisfactory, owing to the personal 
interest of the Rev. Harvey P. Waters, rector 
of the Episcopal Church. Two other corre- 
spondents have enlisted their services, we be- 
lieve with encouraging results. 

Don Juan Ortiz Leon, our representative in 
Puerto Rico, himself an ex-priest and native 
of the island, has been well received in the 
shurches of almost all denominations. 

The actual colporteur work has been carried 
yn by a smaller force of men than formerly. 
[he island abounds in organized churches, with 
ative pastors under the supervision of mis- 
sionaries. Of course, there has been a great 
jemand for native preachers, and good men 
suited for colporteur work have been difficult 
0 obtain. ‘ 

- We have reason to hope that the itinerary will 
e resumed by the steamships, thus remov- 
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ing our present difficulties as to travel and 
making the Puerto Rico and Venezuela Agency 
as practical as was anticipated. 


La Plata 


HE Rev. Mr. Penzotti has been occupied 
with studies of the field from which he 
The salient 
points of his report only can be here given. He 


says: 


has been absent twenty years. 


I feel myself enveloped in a free and en- 
couraging atmosphere, with a good field before 
me, easy ways of communication, and wishing 
that we had more means to use in our work 
and sorry that we have to limit it. 


About the Work 


One of our greatest difficulties is to get 
competent men for our Bible work—men who 
realize their responsibility and privilege; who, 
like John the Baptist, evangelize; who go to 
places where missionaries have never been ; 
who comfort those in sorrow in the name of 
the Lord; and who are the glory of the Church 
of Christ. 


Circulation 


The number of books put in circulation dur- 
ing the year is 48,874. The best work was 
done in Argentina and Chili. More than half 
the books were sold in Argentina. We could 
do better work in the other republics if we 
had more means, and hope that next year we 
will do better. 

Uruguay 

The number of Scriptures circulated is not 
large, but I visited this place three times dur- 
ing the year and named a committee to carry 
on the Bible work. We have a large number 
of intelligent young men here such as you 
would not find in any other part of South 
America. 

Bolivia 

The principal point noticeable in Bolivia is 
the great readiness of the people to listen and 
to buy books, compared with five or six years 
ago. We made it a definite matter to tell 
everyone that the books were prohibited by 
the priests, and in almost every case of the 
people buying books we were glad to feel that 
they knew what kind of a book they had, and 
the priest would not succeed in taking it from 
them. 

Chili 

In Chili we are glad to be able to report 
that the past year has been one of progress 
and blessing both in missionary and Bible 


effort. 
A report of the year’s workxwould not be 
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complete without mentioning the appreciation 
with which the Arabic Bibles were received by 
the Turks and Syrians in Chili. I have talked 
with a number of these men, and they have 
expressed great joy at being able to buy the 
Bible in their own tongue. Several of them 
are now members of the Methodist Church, 
and there is talk of special services being 
started on their behalf. I may say that the 
demand for Bibles in Arabic has greatly ex- 
ceeded the supply. 

In the first months of 1909 I expect to visit 
Chili, Peru, Bolivia, and Ecuador, to make the 
work more active, and specially in the Repub- 
lic of Ecuador. Next year I will give a better 
report of all my field. 


Brazil 


E began our last annual report for the 
Brazil Agency with a few statements 
and facts concerning certain enterprises of the 
Brazilian Government and private individuals 
for the industrialand commercial expansion and 
development of the country. Efforts are being 
made all the time to furnish the Scriptures to 
the thousands of workmen who are employed 
on these great enterprises. ‘There are already 
signs of increasing immigration in certain sec- 
tions. Our colporteurs are keenly on the look- 
out to meet the new arrivals and supply them 
with the Scriptures in their own tongues. 

On the whole, the general material, finan- 
cial, and political conditions of the coun- 
try, as they affect our Bible and colportage 
work, have been moderately favorable. Ina 
few places the colporteurs and other Chris- 
tian workers have reported rather interesting 
awakening and developments. 

The whole religious movement in Brazil is 
being focussed more and more about the writ- 
ten Word. The Bible Societies are doing a 
work of incalculable good in this line. There 
can be no fear as to what the-results may 
finally be if the mind and heart of the Brazilian 
nation can be attracted to the Sacred Scrip- 
tures as the authoritative source of truth con- 
cerning Christ and the salvation he offers. 


Our Colporteurs 


The work of our colporteurs was full of in- 
terest, and details are given in the Annual 
Report. 

Pioneer work has continued in the western 
section of the state of SAo Paulo in the direc- 
tion of the state of Matto Grosso. The few 
inhabitants already in that section are being 
reached, and the way will be open to give the 
Scriptures to the thousands of immigrants 
who will settle there. 

In the states of Goyaz and Minas-Geraes 
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the colporteurs made long horseback journeys 
and had a number of very interesting experi- 
ences. At several points they encountered 
opposition from the priests. The result seems 
to have been quite an awakening of desire in 
the community to read and hear the Word of 
God. 
The New Translation 

The committee finished the first draft of the 
entire New Testament in Portuguese, and an 
edition of 5,000 copies, bound in separate 
booklets, was printed for circulation and criti- 
cism. Atthe close of the year the committee 
was diligently at work on what we hope may 
prove to be a final and successful revision of 
the translation. 


General Remarks 


Thirteen men worked as regular colporteurs 
during the year, some giving more and some 
giving less time, but altogether working an 
aggregate of 1,884 days. These men trav- 
eled about 7,000 miles, visited 40,000 families, 
and spoke directly with more than 110,000 
persons in 385 towns and villages, besides 
many country districts. 

Besides these colporteurs, fifty-nine other 
persons, classed as correspondents and Bible-: 
women, took an active part in the work of 
circulating the Scriptures among the people. 

The whole number of Scriptures put in cir- 
culation during the year was 5,579 Bibles, 
12,361 Testaments, and 31,211 portions, an 
aggregate of 49, 151 volumes. 

No human eye can see or mind comprehend 
the extent of the influence, power, and final 
results of this great seed sowing. 


Levant 


HE Rey. M. Bowen, D.D., the Society’s 

Agent for the Levant, reports hopefully of 
his field. Of course, subsequent events may 
modify his views. Yet the tremendous change 
from the arbitrary rule of one man is a fact. 
He says: 


It must be well nigh impossible for the out- 
side world, even in the exercise of its wildes: 
imagination, to adequately measure the cult 
that separates the Turkey of to-day from the 
Turkey of a year ago, when this Agency’s 
last report was written. It is easy to fall into 
the temptation to use exaggerated expressions 
in one’s attempt to describe this change. As 
a matter of fact, much has appeared in the 
periodicals that was grotesquely exaggerated. 
But the leap from one of the worst absolutisms 
of history to the freedom of to-day has been 
great beyond description. 

Some of us are glad that we did not have t 
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;wait for this marvelous revolution to receive 
strong impressions of Turkish possibilities. 
Weare gladnowtorecall appreciations uttered 
long before the present régime, with all its 
wonders, gave us a clearer and truer insight 
into Turkish character. We have in this race 
ea people. whose .genuine, spiritual.redemption 
iis worth heroic effort. 


Publication Work 


Formerly permissions had to be obtained 
{for new editions, even of books the propriety 
‘of which had long been officially recognized. 
‘The securing of these permissions was subject 
'to long and vexing delays. Those delays no

longer hamper us, and, indeed, all the for- 
malities have ceased. 

The total issues of the Levant Agency for 
the fifty-one years ending December 31, 1908, 
amount to 2,720,364 copies. 


The Distribution Agencies 


The three central distributing depots are at 
Constantinople, Beirut, and Alexandria. Be- 
sides this there have been engaged in the work 
some twenty or more minor depots, some 
twenty-five or thirty business shops selling 
books on commission, various missionaries, 
schoolteachers, preachers, and. priests; and 
in addition to all, a considerable band of col- 

-porteurs, ten under the direction of missionary

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correspondents, in whose support the Agency 
has shared, and fifty-four under the Agency’s 
sole direction and support. They have trav- 
eled over fifty thousand miles, and have visited 
over one thousand seven hundred places of 
greater or less importance, besides many 
places,.tdo. insignificant to get recorded in 
reports. 


A Priest Converted in Macedonia 


A Bulgarian priest was accused of being in 
the revolutionary movement. While in prison 
he read the Bible and a copy of the mission 
paper, the Zornitza. He was not convicted, 
and returned home burning with wrath and a 
spirit of revenge toward those 
who had informed against 
him. Before he could kill 
them, as he had planned to do, 
the new régime was intro- 
duced, and he then felt that 
he could not kill them. Mean- 
while he continued reading 
his Bible, and at last was con- 
vinced that he could no longer 
perform the ceremonies of the 
old church with a good con- 
science. He became a Prot- 
estant, and when I asked him 
what had become of the re- 
venge which he had cherished 
against his enemies, he re- 
plied, ‘It is all gone; the 
Gospel has taken it away.’ 

The evangelicals in Adria- 
nople are hopeful in the relig- 
ious liberty they now enjoy. 
A young Turk is mentioned, 
who, in order to learn Bul- 
garian, bought a Bulgarian 
New Testament. He became 
so interested in it that, wish- 
ing to understand it better, 
he bought one in Turkish, 
and openly confessed after- 
ward that he was greatly attracted to these 
books. 


In the Field of Recent Massacres 


At Aintab the colporteur reports as among 
his customers Gregorians, Protestants, Cath- 
olics, and Turks. Groups of Turks meet to- 
gether evenings for Bible study. The skies 
grow brighter with the firmer establishment 
of the new liberty. 

At Marash also the work has continued with 
Incidents are related showing 
the power of the Bible as a missionary agent. 


In one place an old translation was discovered,

What a 
blessing this Society!’ 

Still another colporteur has been at workin 
this province in the city of Kessab and the 
surrounding villages near the coast. He re- 
ports a good deal of interest in Bible study, 
but poverty has prohibited large sales. The 
Mohammedans seem reachable and ready to 
learn, but find a stumbling block in the doc- 
trine of Christ’s divinity. 

The report of the work in this province of 
Aleppo will remain incomplete without some 
mention of the efforts of the Rev. Mr. Trow- 
bridge, of the Aintab Mission, especially 
among the Mohammedans. Mr. Trowbridge 
writes as follows: 

““Por several weeks past I have wished to 
write you of the encouraging work which is 
quietly going on among the Moslems, largely 
through the Bibles and Testaments which you 
forwarded early in the year. A company of 
Alevis have been engaged in the study of the 
New Testament. They are poor men from 
the trades classes, and seem entirely sincere 
and earnest. Several requests have come 
from Moslem villages where copies have gone 
through hospital patients, asking us to visit 
them and spend several days among them.”’ 

The colporteur in charge of our interests in 
the province of Adana writes with great en- 
thusiasm of the favorable results of the great 
political change. From this change nothing 
is likely to reap greater benefit than the 
evangelical cause. The feeling is very gen- 
eral that much is due to the Gospel in the re- 
markable changes which have taken place. 

In Syria and Palestine (still in the Turk- 
ish Empire) the governmental oppression has 
in one form or another hampered mission work 
for a century. The Bible, however, and its 
circulation have proved the entering wedgein 
many an instance, and what evangelization has 
taken place is in a large measure due to the 
Society’s efforts to give the Scriptures the 
widest possible circulation. 

This pioneer work has at least left its im- 
‘press on the people; it has prepared the way 
for the larger work which now lies before us. 


Egypt and the Soudan 


- The large colporteur force has been main- 
tained under the direction of Rev. Dr. James 
G. Hunt, of the United Presbyterian Mission. 
‘Dr. Hunt is well loaded with mission work, 
and can with difficulty find the time he needs 
for this colportage work, in which he takes so 
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great an interest. The colporteur line begins 
at Alexandria, then leaps over to Cairo, effi- 
ciently occupies that city, and then extends on 
up the Nile valley as far as Assouan and the 
first cataract. There have been some changes 
in the force, but it remains substantially as it 
was. 
Summary 

To all appearances the year has been a 

successful one. Opposition in many places 


has broken down; difficulties have been over-

Siam and Laos 


R. CAMERON is in charge of the So- 
ciety’s work in Siam and Laos during 
the absence of Mr. Carrington. He writes: 


It is a great change from North China to

We had heard dreadful stories of the new 
jeld. The water was bad, the rains were 
wwiul, the heat was intense, and the mos- 
juitoes were beyond description. There are 
cdvantages in commencing low down. If you 
aave no expectations to start with, then all 
what may come to you of good is clear gain. 

The actual work of getting the Scriptures 
mto the homes of the people has been very 
aard. ‘They don’t want the Book; they dis- 
like the names of Jesus and Jehovah, but 
then, as a rule, they refuse with a smile and, 
"I cannot read, sir;’’ or, ““I have no atts”’ 
scopper money) “‘sir;’’ or, “I can’t under- 
-tand them.’’ But we don’t readily take “‘no”’ 
ior an answer. If they don’t know when a 
rood thing is offered, we do, and become very 
pressing. 

The Colporteurs 

Fifteen colporteurs were employed during 
the year for longer or shorter periods. The 
average service is five and one-half months 
>ach, only three men coming within sight of a 
7ear’s service. It is unfortunate that we are 
inable to obtain better men, and men who 
inderstand the Siamese language well. Only 
‘wo of the fifteen men are Siamese; the 
others are Chinese. 

An interesting feature of this part of the 
work is the report from a Siamese woman 
solporteur. For two and one-half months, till 
stopped by floods, 1,153 portions were sold, 
viving a high average for the month. 

The combined sales of all the colporteurs 
luring 1908 amounted to 25,428. During 1907 
sight men worked for 66 months in all and 
sold 19,671, a gain under colporteurs of 5,757. 


The Agents 


Mr. Carrington was here for five months 
und twelve days, and my time in the report 
‘overs seven months and ten days, giving a 
ittle over the year. Some time was lost over 
vis going and my coming. He had to pack 
und hand over things, I had to unpack and get 
ny glasses adjusted to the new conditions. 
Between us we sold 16,974 portions, an in- 
‘rease under this head of 1,523. Total cir- 
ulation, 1908: 12 Bibles, 93 Testaments, 
7,968 portions; total, 48,073. 


China 


\VHINA continues to be of absorbing inter- 
Lu est to the civilized world. From the in- 
eption of the reform. movement there has 
1aturally been more or less skepticism as to 
he final outcome of the state of transition 
hrough which this vast people are passing, 
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but China has convinced the foreign powers 
of the genuineness of her aspirations and of 
her ability to eventually realize them. Dur- 
ing the year there has been considerable 
progress toward her goal. This is shown by 
a persistent and growing sentiment in favor 
of national reform, material improvement, the 
new educational system, and the abolition of 
the vice of opium smoking. There is more 
of a spirit of independence and a growth of 
patriotism among the people, with a resultant 
solidarity that will strengthen and prolong 
the national existence. 

With all of this activity for helping China 
to take her rightful place in the great family 
of nations, the Bible Society should not be 
behind the educational missions in providing 
for an adequate increase of Bibles for the 
spiritual enlightenment of the people. 


Translation 


Progress is reported by both committees 
upon the versions respectively assigned to 
them. The committee on the Mandarin ver- 
sion has suffered a great loss in the death of 
the Rev. Dr. C. W. Mateer. 


Manufacture 


The notable feature of this year’s manufac- 
ture is the increase in the number of complete 
Bibles and New Testaments published. The 
Bibles were 12,000 and the Testaments 40,000 
in excess of 1907. The increased demand for 
Bibles and Testaments comes largely from 
the Chinese Christians, and shows that our 
work has entered upon a new phase. With 
the rapid growth of the native Church we shall 
have to be prepared to supply more copies of 
the complete Scriptures; and as they have to 
be sold at a loss, because of the poverty of 
many of the members, we must have corre- 
spondingly larger funds at our disposal if we 
are to do anything like our share in giving 
the Bible to the Christian Church in China. 


Circulation 


This is the record year of the Agency for 
the number of books put in circulation. The 


sales amounted to 591,246 copies and the dona- 
tions to 3,706, making a total of 594,952 vol- 


umes. The highest previous circulation was 
reached in 1905, when the sales were 526,925 
and the donations 10,379 copies. The increase 
over last year is 103,672. 


A New Use of the Mails | 


A most interesting work, more or less an 
experiment, was inaugurated by the Rev. P. F. 
Price, of the Southern Presbyterian Mission, 
at Tunghsiang, Chekiang province. He writes: 
“ou remember that early in 1906 (February, 
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I think it was) I had a verbal agreement with 
you by which you agreed that the Bible So- 
ciety should pay one half the salary of a man 
who should distribute Bibles and portions to 
the reading classes. The reason, as you may 
remember I proposed in the conference with 
you, is that there are a large number of read- 
ing people, both of the scholar and merchant 
class, who never get a Bible or a portion from 
a colporteur, but who are accessible through 
the mails. I hada block cut for printing on 
the inside of each cover. It stated that this 
book was a part of a divine revelation—a few 
sentences along that line and in regard to the 
influence of the Bible—and then said that this 
book was given with the best wishes of the 
American Bible Society and with the hope that 
it would be read and thought upon and prove 
a blessing. 

“‘T heard many echoes of these donations. 
Gentlemen would step up to me on the street 
and thank me for them. One man to whom 
a Gospel was sent, sent me a large order for 
books of various sorts, all of a Christian na- 
ture, and not a few have come into the book- 
room and bought other books. Some New 
Testaments were given in this way to officials. 
I want to see the plan further carried out and 
enlarged, with your permission.”’ 


The Revised Version 


Mr. W. C. Hooker says: “The Revised 
New Testament has been much appreciated 
in this district. Two of the Chungking city 
churches have adopted it for use in their pub- 
lic services, and a good many of the churches 
in smaller cities are doing the same. Every- 
where one hears expressions of appreciation 
from the missionaries, and the demand for 
these books is large. Writing from a station 
in the north of the province a worker says: 

‘I have been wishing to tell you how much 
Ma Sien Sheng appreciates the Testament. 
I gave it to him and he is charmed with it be- 
cause it has Old Testament references. ‘‘ Just 
what I wanted for a long time,’’ he told me 
on Christmas Day. ‘They will bea real boon 
tovour-Christians.777 7 


For Our Sailors 


In connection with our Bible work the 
Lord has granted us some refreshing times in 
the salvation of sailors from the gunboats of 
our own and other nations, among whom dur- 
ing the past three years between thirty and 
forty have found Christ as their Saviour, and 
of this number two have purchased their dis- 
charge from the navy and are now in college 
in their homeland preparing for the mission 
field; two others are turned in the same di- 

rection with the same purpose at heart. 
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Korea 


N the first day of January, 1908, the 

American Bible Society for the seconé 
time began independent work in Korea 
Nearly twenty- -five years ago our Society be: 
gan pioneer work here in the distribution o! 
Scriptures among this people. Later on the 
British and Foreign Bible Society and the 
National Bible Society of Scotland began 
work. Then fora few years the three societies 
worked together in a jointagency. The British 
and Foreign Bible Society saw fit not to con: 
tinue the joint agency after January Ist of last 
year, and so the American Bible Society has 
for a second time opened up independent 
work. The regret that the three societies 
could not continue the joint work, giving us 
thus one Bible agency instead of two, is wide: 
spread. But such was not to be. 

When our Society opened up work at the 
beginning of last year it did so with nothing 
to show except a bank account and a stock 0: 
Scriptures. The colporteurs that had been ir 
the employ of the joint agency were placec 
with the British Society, the agent of the 
joint agency becoming the agent of the Britisk 
Society. The British Society began inde. 
pendent work on the same day the American 
Bible Society did and in the depot that hac 
been used by the joint agency. 

Our colporteurs have been pushed out inte 
districts so far as possible where the foreigr 
missionary is seldom or never seen. They 
have done largely pioneer work, and wherever! 
they have gone they have found Koreans whe 
were willing to buy Bibles. 

During the past year or more several book: 
of the Old Testament have been printed fot 
the first time in Korean. Among the Ole 
Testament portions printed were the Psalms 
and Isaiah. The people are fond of bott 
these books. The Psalms express so mucl 
joy and praise that they appeal to the very 
best that is in the Korean. 

It is expected that the whole Bipis will w 
in the hands of the Koreans within about < 
twelvemonth. 


Japan 


HE condition of things in Japan during 

the past year has been to some exten 
unfavorable to all forms of Christian work 
The great business depression has been se 
verely felt by all classes of people.

A short time ago one of the most earnest 
‘men that ithas been my pleasure to meet came 
and asked if we would open a special Bible 
class for the naval cadets, and it has been a 
pleasure to teach the spick and span future 
naval officers of China. 

Mr. J. M. Clinton writes: ‘I am convinced 
that it is the silent pages of the Scriptures 
which have accounted for a great part of the 
success in this work. 

“Atleast alarge proportion of these students 
have at some time during their stay in Tokyo 
had an opportunity of hearing the Word of 
God.”’ 

How the Word Grows 


Miss L. J. Wirick writes: ““When the war 
was over and the army hospitals all closed, I 
had over 150 copies of the New Testament on 
hand. I felt then that I had more than I 
should need. But now I have not a copy in 
myhouse. Every one has been given to those 
who have asked for them. Nearly every 
copy has been sent into the country to those 
who have written me for the Gospel. 

‘‘In Manchuria alone seventeen men are 
now studying the Way of Life and writing me 
for instruction, who were led to become inter- 
ested by one faithful young man who received 
a copy of the Scriptures from me. I have 
never seen any of these men, but they are 
reading the Bible and the leaven is at work in

Philippine Islands 


ANY of the principles and propositions 
of the American régime are already 
bearing visible fruit, some to the honor and 
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glory of all that Americanism should stand 
for and some to the dishonor and shame. 

Among the best things, the public school 
stands easily at the head of all American 
institutions here. The finished product from 
the elementary schools is a most worthy 
monument to the untiring devotion’ of those 
American teachers who, going out into the 
uninteresting places, created a system out of 
mere mobs and confusion. 


Race Antipathy 


The large numbers of friars returning by 
almost every boat from Spain, also the French 
and Spanish sisters being brought in, are dia- 
metrically opposed, however, to American 
principles, and the large numbers of students 
in their schools cannot but be trained against 
American institutions. This constitutes a 
most serious menace, since these cowled emis- 
saries, scattered all over the islands, are do- 
ing their worst to undermine the principles of 
free government. 


Translation and Editorial Work 


This has been the busiest year of the entire 
service in the Philippines in Bible translation. 
In fact, we have devoted the greater part of 
our efforts to this phase of the work, as the 
constant calls from the people cause us to 
feel that this is the great work before us just 
now. 


Publication 


We now have published the New Testa- 
ment in four languages, the Gospels and Acts 
in one other, and have the manuscripts ready 
in one more, with the Old Testament plates 
completed in one language and. the manu- 
script ready for the printer in another. 


Distribution 


With the exception of a few men sent out 
on special trips into unoccupied fields, we 
have sought to carry on the work of distribu- 
tion almost exclusively through the labors of 
the missionaries and native workers. 

In all we count some sixty or seventy per- 
sons who have been giving a greater or lesser 
part of their time to spreading the printed 
Word, as well as teaching and preaching. In 
numberless instances they find open and bitter 
opposition. 

A messenger from the land of the Moros 
brings evidence of a great need for work 
among them and a willingness on the part of 
at least a few of these Mohammedans to listen 
to the Word. Hence we must soon consider 
this call to provide them at least a portion in 
their own dialects.
